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OBJECTS  AND  METHODS. 


The  Church  Home  provides  care  in  family  homes  for  church  children 
who  are  temporarily  or  permanently  deprived  of  a  home.  Children  are 
*  brought  up  in  the  care  and  according  to  the  doctrine  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  Each  case  is  investigated  and  registered,  and  board 
for  the  children  is  required  when  parents  or  friends  can  pay. 

The  children  are  placed  in  carefully  selected  families  of  Church 
people.  Board  is  paid  for  them  until  they  are  old  enough  to  be  placed 
free,  or  earn  wages.  They  are  constantly  supervised  by  paid  visitors. 

The  parents  or  friends  are  visited,  and  all  children  are  supervised 
when  they  leave,  whether  returned  to  their  families,  boarded,  placed  free 
or  earning  wages. 
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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Corporation  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  passed  by  a  rising  vote  :  “Whereas  Mr.  George  H.  Rich¬ 
ards  has  served  for  forty  years  as  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Home,  re¬ 
solved  that  the  Trustees  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
hereby  express  their  appreciation  of  his  faithful  and  efficient  services 
during  this  long  period  and  tender  him  their  hearty  thanks  and  good 
wishes.” 

There  has  been  no  meeting  of  the  Corporation  during  the  year,  but 
two  special  and  important  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  been 
held  under  that  Article  of  the  Constitution  which  says  “  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  have  charge  of  the  property,  its  investment,  the  finances, 
business  questions  and  matters  of  general  policy  of  the  Institution.” 
With  respect  to  the  future  policy  of  the  Home  a  Committee  was  appoin¬ 
ted  to  consult  counsel  in  regard  to  the  powers  of  the  Church  Home  in 
executing  its  charitable  trusts.  At  the  meeting  following,  the  Committee 
reported  that  John  C.  Gray,  Esq  ,  had  been  consulted  in  regard  to  the 
legality  of  closing  the  Home  and  placing  out  the  children.  Mr.  Gray 
gave  a  verbal  opinion  that  such  a  course  would  be  in  harmony  with  the 
Charter  of  the  Church  Home  provided  that  the  children  be  placed  in 
families  belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  Bishop  Law¬ 
rence  then  offered  a  resolution  which  Mr.  Richards  moved  as  a  formal 
vote  and  which  was  unanimously  adopted  :  “  That  the  Trustees  authorize 
the  Board  of  Managers  to  give  the  placing  out  system  a  good  trial  for 
two  years,  remembering  that  the  Charter  requires  that  the  children  shall 
be  placed  in  families  belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.” 

It  was  also  voted  “that  the  Trustees  strongly  advise  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  use  the  present  building  as  a  temporary  Home.” 

Incident  to  the  adoption  of  the  plan  of  placing  out  the  children,  with 
the  building  used  as  a  temporary  home,  is  the  recommendation  that  the 
Home  have  an  office  in  Boston  near  those  of  the  other  Charitable  Socie¬ 
ties  for  greater  facility  of  consultation  and  the  saving  of  time  and  fares. 

The  Cazenove  Legacy  has  been  received  during  the  year  amounting 
to  $31,892.13,  the  largest  the  Home  has  ever  received. 

We  have  to  record  the  death  of  Rev.  J.  I.  T.  Coolidge,  D.D.,  a  life 
member  of  the  Corporation  and  Vice-president  from  1866  to  1874.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


In  presenting  its  annual  report  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Church 
Home  feels  that  though  the  past  year  has  been  a  most  important  and 
eventful  one  for  the  Home,  its  report  must  necessarily  be  somewhat 
brief  and  general  in  character.  The  recent  changes  in  our  work  have 
interrupted  the  regular  routine,  and  so  much  has  been  done  of  varying 
description  that  we  will  not  try  to  do  more  than  give  an  idea  of  the 
causes  that  led  to  these  changes  and  to  outline  our  plans  for  the  future. 

Since  giving  up  the  home  at  Topsfield  in  1906,  where  the  boys  were 
sent  when  they  were  too  old  to  remain  in  the  Home,  we  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  boarding  children  for  whom  it  seemed  desirable,  in  families 
living  in  the  country  or  in  the  smaller  towns.  There  were  many  children 
for  whom  such  a  plan  was  expedient,  whose  health  or  dispositions  neces¬ 
sitated  country  air  and  family  life  and  influences,  rather  than  the  more 
circumscribed  existence  in  the  Institution,  no  matter  how  well  run  the 
latter  might  be.  The  good  results  observed  with  our  placed-out  children, 
both  boys  and  girls,  led  to  the  adoption  more  and  more  of  this  system, 
with  the  consequent  reduction  of  the  number  of  children  in  the  Home, 
until  two  years  ago  the  Managers  realized  the  unpracticability  of  sup¬ 
porting  a  large  number  of  placed-out  children,  and  at  the  same  time  of 
keeping  the  Home  running  with  its  matrons  and  staff  of  servants  for 
comparatively  few.  At  the  same  time  we  realized  that  our  building  in 
South  Boston  had  not  only  become  antiquated,  but  that  it  was  in  such 
need  of  repair  that  a  large  sum  of  money  would  need  to  be  expended  in 
order  to  make  it  habitable  and  to  bring  it  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Fire  Commissioner.  (See  note  at  bottom  of  page .) 

So  a  committee  was  formed  to  thoroughly  investigate  all  the  known 
methods  of  caring  for  dependent  children,  and  to  confer  with  the  heads 
of  other  organizations  whose  work  was  along  the  same  lines  as  ours. 
Shortly  after  this  special  Committee  was  formed  the  National  Confer¬ 
ence  of  Charities  was  held  in  Boston,  and  the  meetings  where  discussions 
took  place  about  caring  for  children  were  attended  with  interest  by  the 
committee  and  other  members  of  the  Board.  Other  institutions  were 
visited  as  far  as  Philadelphia  and  Western  New  York,  and  various  plans 
were  submitted  for  utilizing  our  property  in  South  Boston.  After  much 
deliberation  the  committee  sent  in  a  report,  which  was  later  endorsed  by 

N.  B.  Additions  to  the  fire  escapes  were  afterwards  (in  1912)  made,  and  the  building  is  now  fully 
equipped  in  accordance  with  the  latest  requirements  of  the  Fire  Commissioner. 
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the  Board,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Placing-Out  System,  this 
having  been  found  to  be  the  most  approved  method,  and  the  one  provid¬ 
ing  the  features  deemed  most  essential  by  the  majority  of  social  workers. 
Having  got  thus  far  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  called  in 
February,  1913,  at  which  the  Trustees  authorized  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  “give  the  Placing-Out  System  a  good  trial  for  two  years,  remember¬ 
ing  that  the  charter  requires  that  the  children  shall  be  placed  in  families 
belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.” 

In  May  our  new  Secretary,  Miss  Katharine  P.  Hewins,  who  is  a 
member  of  our  Church,  came  to  us  from  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
and  we  have  also  a  well-organized  office  staff  working  under  her  direction. 

One  of  the  first  things  was  to  find  proper  boarding  homes  for  the

increased  number  of  children  to  be  placed,  and  by  advertising,  and  a 
friendly  intercourse  with  other  societies,  a  sufficient  number  were  provided 
Thus  the  first  of  September  found  all  our  eighty  children  placed  in  good 
homes,  regularly  visited  by  the  Visitors,  and  the  Home  in  South  Boston 
practically  closed,  except  for  the  office,  which  was  located  there  for  some 
time,  until  it  was  moved  into  its  present  quarters  at  202  West  Newton 
St.,  where  the  accessibility  proves  a  great  saving  of  time  and  money. 

Although  the  time  is  too  short  to  form  a  fair  estimate  of  the  new 
work  the  results  already  have  been  most  gratifying.  Friendly  relations 
have  been  established  with  other  societies,  they  giving  us  their  Church 
Homes  and  referring  their  Church  cases  to  us,  while  we  hand  over  to 
them  any  that  do  not  properly  belong  to  us,  and  in  many  ways  we  are 
feeling  the  good  results  of  our  new  policy. 

As  this  is  primarily  a  charity  for  helping  children  who  belong  to  our 
own  Church,  we  feel  that  the  best  work  can  be  accomplished  by  only 
taking  Church  cases.  We  should  like  to  be  in  a  position  to  relieve  every 
such  case  that  comes  to  us,  but  such  an  ideal  can  be  realized  only  if  our 
kind  friends  will  continue  their  support  and  strive  to  interest  others  to 
help  us,  so  that  our  funds  may  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  enlarged 
work  of  which  an  outline  follows.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


The  few  months  we  have  been  working  together  have  been  busy 
ones  filled  with  necessary  and  not  altogether  interesting  details  involved 
in  putting  into  effect  the  new  policy  of  placing  out  all  of  the  children 
from  the  Home.  Perhaps  the  following  incident,  which  contrasts  past 
and  present  methods,  may  serve  to  show  to  some  extent  what  we  hope 
to  accomplish  : 

Fifty  years  ago  a  young  widow  was  left  without  means  to  support 
herself  and  four  children.  The  Church  Home  took  the  two  boys,  six 
and  four  years  old,  another  society  took  the  little  girl  of  two  years  and 
the  mother  kept  the  baby.  For  six  years  the  boys  remained  in  the 
Home.  Then  the  mother  re-married  a  man  who  was  able  to  provide  a 
good  home  for  her  and  the  children.  The  boys  left  the  care  of  the 
Church  Home  and  went  to  live  in  a  distant  state  with  their  mother  and 
stepfather.  The  little  girl,  cared  for  by  another  society,  had  been  adopted, 
and  the  mother  had  lost  all  rights  to  her. 

Years  passed.  The  mother  and  the  younger  brother  died.  The  older 
brother  married  and  settled  where  he  had  lived  with  his  mother  and  step¬ 
father.  He  entered  the  employ  of  a  railroad  and  worked  himself  up  to 
a  responsible  position  which  he  holds  now.  He  identified  himself  with 
the  Church  and  the  civic  interests  of  his  town  and  holds  a  respected 
position  in  the  community.  Seven  years  ago  his  wife  died  leaving  him 
and  his  two  sons  alone  in  the  world. 

Last  July  this  man  came  to  the  Church  Home  at  considerable  incon¬ 
venience  and  expense  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  care  that  had 
been  given  him  and  his  brother  so  many  years  ago  and  to  ask  assistance 
in  trying  to  locate  the  sister.  He  did  not  wish  to  force  himself  upon  her 
unless  she  wished  to  know  him,  but  he  would  at  least  like  to  know  if 
she  were  living  and  whether  her  life  had  been  a  happy  one.  Old  records 
were  looked  up  and  through  the  kindness  of  the  society  that  had  once 
had  her  in  its  care,  the  sister  was  found  living  in  one  of  the  large  cities 
of  this  state  happily  married  to  a  professional  man  and  in  comfortable 
circumstances.  The  brother  and  sister  met  and  the  former’s  delight  at 
their  re-union  was  no  greater  than  the  iatter’s  who  had  never  known  any 
thing  about  her  own  people  nor  why  she  had  been  adopted.  And  so, 
after  fifty  years  of  separation,  the  living  members  of  this  family  have 
been  united. 

Fifty  years  ago  when  these  boys  came  to  the  Church  Home,  every- 
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thing,  so  far  as  it  could  be  given  by  those  not  related  by  ties  of  blood, 
was  given  them  in  the  way  of  care  and  affection.  It  was  a  common 
occurrence  in  those  days  to  break  up  families  and  separate  children  from 
their  parents  for  reasons  of  poverty  solely ;  and  in  breaking  up  this 
family,  the  Church  Home  did  only  what  other  societies  were  doing. 
That  the  mother  was  allowed  to  keep  in  touch  with  her  boys  and  to  take 
them  again  as  soon  as  she  was  able  to  provide  a  good  home  for  them, 
indicates  that  the  Church  Home  was  in  advance  of  some  contemporary 
societies.  Looking  back  over  this  family  history,  we  are  led  to  wonder 
why  the  little  girl  was  given  away  for  adoption  thereby  removing  all 
possibility  of  returning  her  to  her  mother  and  severing  all  connection 
with  her  kin  —  but  this  too  was  in  accord  with  the  prevailing  method  of 
the  times. 

“Times  change  and  we  change  with  them.”  During  these  fifty 
years,  we  have  gradually  grown  away  from  this  method  of  caring  for  the 
children  of  good  widows,  and  instead  of  sheltering  in  its  Home  children 
similarly  situated,  the  Church  Home  has  cooperated  for  some  years  past 
with  other  agencies  in  the  community  to  keep  children  at  home  with 
their  widowed  mother,  provided  her  character  is  such  as  to  justify  the 
connection.  We  look  forward  to  still  another  era  when  social  justice 
shall  have  done  its  preventive  work  and  a  widow  will  be  provided  with 
money  secured  through  some  form  of  social  insurance  that  will  enable 
her  to  bring  up  a  family  of  children  without  the  help  of  charity.  This  day 
is  not  yet,  but  we  may  feel  hopeful  that  it  will  dawn  before  many  years. 

Meanwhile  we  have  the  more  immediate  and  special  task  of  caring 
for  the  children  entrusted  to  our  care. 

For  two  years  the  Church  Home  is  pledged  to  give  the  placing-out 
method  a  thorough  trial.  It  is  not  a  new  method  for  ns  to  adopt.  For 
years  some  children  have  been  cared  for  by  the  Church  Home  in  this 
way.  The  difference  is  that  now  for  the  period  of  trial  no  children  will 
be  cared  for  in  the  Home,  but  all  will  be  placed  in  foster  families.  In 
other  words,  instead  of  dividing  our  forces  by  caring  for  part  of  the 
children  in  the  Institution  and  for  the  others  in  foster  families,  we  have 
closed  the  Institution  and  center  all  our  efforts  on  the  placing-out  side 
of  the  work.  To  define  our  sphere  of  usefulness  is  of  prime  importance. 
With  at  least  nine  other  private  societies  doing  somewhat  similar  work, 
and  the  State  caring  for  over  five  thousand  children,  we  must  correlate 
our  work  in  such  a  way  as  to  supplement  and  not  duplicate  the  work  of 
these  other  agencies.  This  I  believe  to  be  entirely  possible. 

Our  particular  work  is  clearly  defined.  It  is  to  do  child  welfare 
work  for  all  Church  cases  except  such  as  should  go  to  a  public  agency. 
Our  work  is  not  limited  to  a  particular  section  of  the  State,  nor  to  a  par- 


ticular  kind  of  child ;  nor  are  we  to  be  limited  by  age  nor  physical  con¬ 
dition.  We  must  be  equipped  to  do  this  work  for  all  Episcopal  children 
who  stand  in  need  of  advice  or  assistance.  The  other  child-placing  agen¬ 
cies  have  cooperated  by  agreeing  to  give  us  all  their  Church  cases  and 
further,  to  give  us  such  Episcopal  foster-homes  as  come  to  their  notice. 
We,  in  turn,  must  be  ready  and  eager  to  handle  these  cases  on  a  basis 
of  efficiency.  By  this  means  we  may  hope  to  establish  such  a  right  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  needs  of  the  community,  that  not  only  will  our  existence  be 
justified,  but  further  extension  of  our  efforts  will  be  found  necessary. 
This  justification  should  of  itself  bring  the  increased  financial  support 
that  must  go  hand  in  hand  with  greater  usefulness. 

To  give  a  normal  home  life  in  Church  families  to  every  child 
entrusted  to  our  care  is  our  opportunity ;  to  study  his  heredity,  the 
environment  from  which  he  comes,  his  physical  and  mental  makeup  and 
to  find  the  particular  family  where  he  will  “fit”  is  our  responsibility. 
It  is  no  easy  task.  It  will  take  our  strength,  our  time  and  our  patience. 
To  follow  him  in  his  foster  home,  to  encourage  all  that  is  good,  to  coun¬ 
teract  all  that  is  unworthy,  and  to  help  him  to  become  a  useful  member 
of  his  community,  economically  independent,  physically,  morally  and 
spiritually  strong  is  our  hope.
